Federal funds awarded to colleges 


Nearly $26 million has been 
awarded to colleges in Califor- 
nia for the 1975-76 academic 
year, HEW Secretary Caspar 
W. Weinberger announced 
this week. 

The awards are in support 
of the three campus-based 
student aid programs: sup- 
plemental Educational Op- 
portunity Grants, National 
Direct Student Loans and 
College Work-Study. 


Supplemental Educational 
Opportunity Grants provide 
funds to needy students who 
are enrolied at least half-time 
during the academic year. 
Grants ranging from $200 to 
$1,500 a year for up to four full 
years of vocational or 
undergraduate study must be 


matched by the institution 
with other forms of financial 
assistance, such as loans, jobs 
or scholarships from state or 
private organizations. 

Under the National Direct 
Student Loan (NDSL) 
program, students may 
qualify for a loan provided 
they can demonstrate finan- 
cial need. A total of $2,500 may 
be borrowed for vocational 
study, up to $5,000 for 
undergraduate study, and up 
to $10,000 for graduate study. 


The College Work-Study 


program will create em- 
ployment opportunities for 
more undergraduate and 


graduate students who are en- 
rolled at least half-time and 
who must earn a portion of 


Cesar Chavez here 
for Cinco De Mayo 


Cesar Chavez, civil rights 
leader and President of the 
United Farmworkers. of 
America (AFL-CIO),  wilil 
speak at CSUS Saturday, May 
3. He will be sponsored by 
CuJtural Programs, the As- 
sociated Students and the Sac- 
ramento Boycott Committee 
of the UFW. 


Having led the UFW from 
its initial stages to victory in 
the grape fields of California, 
Chavez and his union are now 
locked in a_ protracted 
struggle against major 
agricultural producers and 
the 2 million member 
Teamsters Union. True to its 
heritage of non-violence, the 
UFW is carrying out the 


struggle through strikes and 
boycotts. 


Despite numerous press 
and media announcements of 
the impending demise of the 
farmworkers and their 
struggle, Chavez and his 
followers have built a 
organized functioning union 
that represents thousands of 
workers and which has built a 
boycott of table grapes, non 
UFW lettuce and Gallo wines 
that is stronger and more 
widespread than ever before. 


Chavez’ appearance will 
coincide with the numerous 
activities to celebrate El 
Cinco de Mayo in the Sac-. 
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their educational expenses. 
These students may work as 
many as 40 hours a week while 
attending classes and 
generally are paid at ieast the 
basic minimum wage for on- 
campus or approved off-cam- 
pus jobs. 

Federal funds will provide 
80 percent of Work-Study 
student payrolls. College or 
off-campus agency con- 
tributions will provide the 
remaining 20 percent. 

Institutions participating in 
these programs are res- 
ponsible for selecting those 
students who are in need of 
financial assistance. 

The three campus-based 
programs are authorized 
under the amended Higher 
Education Act of 1965.

Hornet Interview

The Nielson Pearson Band 
is the kind of group that not 


Reed Nielson and Mark Pearson 


only knows which direction 
they are headed musically but 
also has two confident group 
leaders, Reed Nielson and 
Mark Pearson constantly 


pushing the quartet in that 
direction. 


In a fairly quiet interview 
following their set at the Shire 
Road Pub last Saturday night, 
this reporter got a chance to 
ask the duo what direction it 
was they were scoping: 


“It’s basically Nielson and 
Pearson with a band, you 
know, the leader concept. We 
don’t consider ourselves to be 
a communal group. Reed and I 
wrote all our own material and 
we front the group,’’ stated 
Mark. 


“In order to sell a band you 
have to sell personalities. The 
Beatles were able to sell four 
personalities, but that was 
1963. The Rolling Stones are 
doing it, it’s Mick Jagger and 
the Rolling Stones...Elton 
John, Laura Nyro, Jackson 
Browne, etc. It’s like the 
Eagles are the only exception 
to the rule."’ Mark concluded, 
‘What we've been trying to do 
is sell ourselves.”’ 


Reed interjected, ‘It seems 
to be easier for an audience to 
relate to one or two people 
than it is to relate to 4 or 6 
people or however many 
people are playing.”’ 


The Nielson-Pearson Band 
has been doing considerably 
well at selling themselves

Nielson & Pearson are leaders 


lately, especially in Sac- 
ramento and Sonoma, their 
respective home bases. The 
band played at the California 
State Fair in Sacramento last 
Sept. with Tower of Power, 
Boz Scaggs, and Cold Blood, 
and more recently appeared 
on one of Bill Graham’s Tues- 
day Night, ‘“‘Sounds of The 
City’’ Shows at Winterland. 


The band, started a little 
over a year ago, includes Reed 
on vocals, guitar and 
keyboards; Mark on vocals 


and guitar; John Bowen on 
bass, synthesizers and vocals: 
and Duane Temme on drums. 





Reed and Mark have 
played together for six years. 
Two years ago, the two singer- 
songwriters attempted to pac- 
kage a record contract with 
Columbia Records without a 
backup band, but fell short 
when turmoil broke loose 
within the company. 


Mark pointed out, ‘‘Azteca 
and the Rowan Brothers had 
just been signed for big bucks. 
All kinds of money went into 
their groups and neither of 
them did shit; showed any 
kind of profit.”’ 


Mark Pearson co-wrote 
with Azteca members, Rico 
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Reyes and Tom Harrell, one of 
the biggest songs on Azteca,

Woman.”’ He claims he made 
more money off that cut than 
anyone on the album did as a 















result of the expensive 
dealings 
Reed revealed, ‘‘When 






Mark & I first started gigging, 
we could do some acoustic § 
things. Frankiy, I prefer some 
of the acoustic softer 
mellower things, but being a 
product of our environment. 
you go to these clubs and if you 
don't feed the boogie monster, 
you don’t get the gig. The 
acoustic material slowly but 
surely got fazed out.”’ 



















“People we really ap- 
preciate musically as far as 
groups go are, our all-time 
favorites, the Band, they’re so 
non-Led Zepplin, non-David 
Bowie, non-pretentious. Reed 
added, “The Band, they’ve 
touched so many bases, that’s 
basically what we want to do.”’ 









Their main interest now is 
to present their 40 to 50 
original tunes to live 
audiences instead of getting 
caught up in a bad record deal.

Government aborts protests 


(ZNS) While there have 
been many news stories in 
recent months about alleged 
CIA and FBI abuses, very lit- 
tle attention has been paid to 
the U.S. Government's ever- 
increasing number of 
research projects into predic- 
ting and defeating public 
protests. 

The U.S. Commerce 
Department, however, is out 
with a new index which lists at 
least 1190 government research 
projects carried out over the 
last decade aimed at dealing 
with domestic disturbances. 

The Commerce 
Department’s Report on 
Civilian control techniques is 
titled Riots and Riot Control, 
A Bibliography with 
Abstracts, 1964-1974. 

The book outlines dozens of 
U.S. Government-funded ef- 
forts to develop non-lethal 
weapons to be used during 
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domestic protests. Among 
those listed is the use of what is 
called ‘*Blinding 
Illumination’’ which employs 
two frequencies of light to 
temporarily blind masses of 
people. The report suggests 
that police armed with special 
goggles could enter the 
blinded ‘‘crowd and remove 
individual agitators."’ 

Other devices discussed in 
the work are water cannons to 
be used against crowds and 
weapons which fire one-inch 
rubber balls called ‘‘High-Q- 
Spheres.’’ The manual also 
talks about the perfection of 
tear gas grenades mounted 
with small parachutes so that 
they can be fired at domestic 
protesters at  ‘‘non-lethal 
velocity.”’ 

One essay indexed in the 
manual predicts that the ‘‘ur- 
ban poor”’ will pose the major 
problem of the future.
